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Murderer’s ‘I can kill you easy’ 
Hotmail taunt to attack victim

A MURDERER has been email¬ 
ing threats to a man he met min¬ 
utes before carrying out his 
killing, telling him: ‘I can kill 
you easy’. 

Category A prisoner Richard 
Dettmer, 40, has been sending 
abusive messages via a Hotmail 
account to Pasquale Failla, who 
he came face to face with half an 
hour before stabbing Jashbai 
Patel in June 2009. 

In December of that year, 
Dettmer was sentenced to a min¬ 
imum of 31-and-a-half years for 
stabbing shopkeeper Patel eight 
times in Moon’s Newsagents, in 
Park Street, Luton, for £20 in 
cash. 

Before the murder Dettmer, 
who had already stabbed 18- 
year-old James Foster earlier that 
morning, followed Mr Failla, 
eventually catching up with him 
in Park Street and asking to bor¬ 
row his lighter. 

Mr Failla, who says he thought 
he was going to be attacked by 
Dettmer before managing to 
escape, suffered from Post- 
Traumatic Stress Disorder for 
more than year after his experi¬ 
ence. 

He approached the Prison 
Service with a view to contacting 
Dettmer to tell him he was a ‘vic¬ 
tim too’, but did not hear back 
until receiving an email ‘out of 
the blue’ months later. 

Dettmer, who pleaded guilty to 
murder and wounding with 
intent at Luton Crown Court, 
sent messages saying: ‘You make

me smile, talking real brave now 
Not like the coward I met. Scared 
midget man. Do you even have 
balls’ and ‘My spies are around, 
they have seen you going to 
Luton Police Station a lot’. In a 
later email he told Mr Failla: ‘I 
can kill you easy’. 

Mr Failla, 43, said: “As a victim

Town comes 


together in 
harmony

IT may have been freezing temper¬ 
atures outside but the warmth of 
the celebrations for Luton in 
Harmony’s first birthday made up 
for it. 

Turning the town purple yesterday 
were dancers, musicians and stilt 
walkers out in force to cheer the 
hundreds of Lutonians who packed 
into Market Hill to join the party. 

Shivering onlookers warmed up by 
getting in the dancing spirit, bob¬ 
bing along to the music and enjoy¬ 
ing the different cultures. 

Luton in Harmony was created last 
January as a campaign aimed at 
drawing communities together. It 
aims to unite the town and cele¬ 
brates its diversity. 

People are asked to wear the Luton 
in Harmony badge and sign the 
pledge. To date more than 60,000 
people have received the symbolic 
badge and a similar number have 
signed the unique pledge card which 
says they will make friends with peo¬ 
ple from different backgrounds and 
promote their own beliefs in a spirit 
of peace and harmony. 

With performances from the 
Ghana Society, Luton Irish Forum’s 
Emerald Band, Rampage dance 
group and St Kitts and Nevis, a mul¬ 
titude of cultures were shown off 
and celebrated within the hour. 

The children from the Polish 
Community School got everyone 
involved, even the Police cadets 
helping steward the event, in a big 


dance line-up. After the short 
parade through the town to the 
Town Hall, Mayor Tom Shaw spoke 
to the town. 

Surrounded by children from 
Hillbrough Junior School who said 
‘Happy Birthday’ in no less than 
five different languages, Mayor Tom 
Shaw summed up the event, stand¬ 
ing on the balcony, by saying: “I’m 
going to be very serious this after¬ 
noon and I could tell you things 
like what a brilliant town Luton is, 
but the first thing I want everyone to 
do is to turn to the person next 
to them, shake hands and say 
hello. 

“Brilliant. If you looked round to 
the people next to you and shook 
hands with them, you didn’t know 
where they were from, you didn’t 
know what race they were, what reli¬ 
gion they were, what colour they 
were but you shook hands and said 
hello. 

“That is Luton. Where people from 
all backgrounds, all races, all 
colours, can come down outside the 
Town Hall, enjoy themselves, no 
trouble and really, really have a 
good time. 

“All I can say is you people who 
want to come and spoil that, keep 
away from Luton because we don’t 
want you here.” 

Then with a round of applause, a 
countdown from ten the crowd 
was showered with purple con¬ 
fetti and streamers as the 
Luton in Harmony flag was 
raised proudly above the 
town.

myself, I wanted to confront him, 
tell him what he did to me, for clo¬ 
sure. 

“When I put it together the follow¬ 
ing morning that the man who I 
thought I was going to be attacked 
by had murdered Mr Patel, I could¬ 
n’t sleep. I was in shock. I was 
already scared from the incident. 

“He was sprinting from one side of 
the road to the other about 40ft 
away. I crossed the road, praying to 
God he was not going to be there 
when I looked around. 

“He followed me, and I thought: 


‘Oh my God, I know where this is 
leading to’. I thought I was going to 
be robbed. He came up to me and 
asked for my lighter. 

“He was a big, tall bloke looking 
down at me. I thought: ‘I’m about to 
be attacked’. I prepared myself, 
thinking I must not panic and stay 
calm. 

“I gave him my lighter. It became 
my lucky charm. I told my friends 
later that I think it saved my life, 
knowing what he had done earlier 
and what he was going to do after¬ 
wards. It could have been me instead. 

“I wanted Dettmer to pay for what 


he put me through that morning 
and afterwards. That’s why I tried to 
contact him. He got my email 
address, but I don’t know how.” 

Hotmail accounts can be easily set 
up via mobile phones, which are 
believed to be a major problem for 
prisons. 

A Prison Service spokesman said: 
“Prisoners do not have access to the 
internet, except under exceptional 
and controlled circumstances. 

“Access to computer equipment is 
closely monitored and is only grant¬ 
ed following a thorough risk assess¬ 
ment of the individual. This access 


must always be balanced against 
security considerations. 

“However, we are unable to prevent 
third parties from publishing infor¬ 
mation on other people’s behalf. 

“Prisons work hard to keep mobile 
phones and other contraband out, 
and detect any that are smuggled in 
by using body orifice scanning 
‘BOSS’ chairs, robust searches with 
specially trained dogs, and hand¬ 
held detectors.” 

We asked the Prison Service if it 
would be investigating our evidence 
that Dettmer had been sending 
emails, but it refused to comment. 
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Hatters’ reticence on new 
stadium comes under fire

A RESPECTED businessman has blast¬ 
ed Luton Town FC and claims its search 
for a new home has ‘gone out the win¬ 
dow’. 

Mohammed Nadeem said Hatters’ 
continued refusal to comment on its 
relocation feasibility process ‘makes a 
mockery of the club’s cornerstone of 
openness, honesty and transparency’. 

Mr Nadeem, who owns the three- 
storey retail and residential develop¬ 
ment Nadeem Plaza in the heart of Bury 
Park, says demolishing the stadium is 
crucial to regenerating the area. 

He said he has grown frustrated with 
the club’s ‘failure to communicate with 
the community’ over its feasibility study. 

In March 2008 Stephen Browne, who 
would later become a club director, told 
Luton on Sunday the study would be 
complete ‘by the end of the year’. 

But after that deadline had passed, the 
club then said the study should have 
been called a ‘feasibility process’. Now, 
more than two years later, the club is 
refusing to talk about the progress it has 
made. 

Mr Nadeem told Luton on Sunday: “I 
think the frustration is that the club 
involves the community, it involves peo¬ 
ple. 


“But they don’t want to comment on 
moving. 

“I think the feasibility process is not in 
place, so that’s why they don’t want to 
talk about it. I think it’s gone out of the 
window. They should be speaking to the 
Press. 

“It makes a big mockery of their cor¬ 
nerstone of ‘openness, honesty and 
transparency’. 

“Our community is suffering. We need 
to know where and when the club’s going 
so we can regenerate the area. We feel 
very frustrated. We’re not getting any 
feedback from the club. 

“A year ago I had some of the club 
directors calling me, saying they wanted 


to liaise with our Bury Park community. I 
thought: ‘Why have you never thought 
about liaising with the community 
before?’ 

“The club has never liaised with any 
businesses in Bury Park.” 

Earlier this month Luton Borough 
Council, which owns the current stadi¬ 
um at Kenilworth Road, officially asked a 
government inspector to look for a new 
home for the club during this summer’s 
growth area public inquiry. The club has 
twice refused to comment on the coun¬ 
cil’s request. 

When asked to respond to Mr 
Nadeem’s concerns, a Hatters 
spokesman refused to comment.

Hussein-Ece at 2.24pm with his 
proud family looking on. 

Baron Hussain, who is deputy 
leader of Luton’s Lib Dem group, 
gave the solemn affirmation and an 
undertaking to abide by the code of 
conduct. 

After the ceremony, Baron Hussain 


told Luton on Sunday: “It is 
obviously a great honour to be 
chosen to represent my home town 
in the House of Lords. 

“In the day-to-day business of the 
House I will be involved, with my 
colleagues on the Liberal Democrat 
benches, in carefully scrutinising 
government business. 

“There is another solemn 
undertaking which the House 
authorities do not ask you to give 
but I want to say right from the start 
that I will do my best to represent all 
residents of Luton whatever their 
faith, colour or background.”

A ‘MEDIA City’ has been given the go- 
ahead to come to Luton - confirming the 
move exclusively revealed by Luton on 
Sunday last September. 

Express Newspapers, owned by Richard 
Desmond, has been granted planning 
permission to convert the disused DHL 
building on Kimpton Road into a brand 
new printing plant. 

The move will create nearly 140 posts 
with the media mogul’s publications, 
which include the Daily Express and 
Sunday Express, plus possibly editorial 
staff. 

In its application, Subsidiary West Ferry 
Printers said the ‘Media City’, at which the 
Daily Star and OK! magazine would also 


be printed and distributed, would 
‘promote regeneration in the area’.

EDL member’s house 
‘attacked’ by armed man 

A PROMINENT English Defence League member had 
his house attacked on Thursday night - the week 
before the group’s controversial Luton march. 

Kevin Carroll [above], 41, had an object thrown at 
the window of his home in Bollingbroke Road, Luton. 

He ran out and claimed he saw a black or Asian 
man armed with a shotgun. 

Mr Carroll said: “I went down there and spoke to 
him. He said he was jogging. I said: ‘Really, at this time 
of night?’ I ran back into the house and called the 
police. My wife was screaming out of the upstairs 
window that he had a shotgun.” 

No shots were fired and nobody was injured. 

A police spokesman said: “Officers searched the 
area but nobody was found. Detectives are keen to 
speak to anyone who was in the area at the time.” 

Thousands of EDL members and United Against 
Fascism counter-protesters are expected to take to 
the town centre on Saturday. 

We can reveal that the march may start in the High 
Town area. Tomorrow at 6.30pm there is a public 
meeting at High Town Methodist Church where 
residents can ask any questions they may have. 

There will be another meeting on Wednesday at 
Bury Park Community Centre, in Dunstable Road, 
from 6pm, when information will be given to 
residents about Saturday’s demonstrations, which 
are expected to take place during the afternoon. 

Police and Luton Borough Council have organised 
both meetings at which Luton Chief Superintendent 
Mike Colbourne and council leader Hazel Simmons 
will be present. 


Suicide man had been 
cleared on weapon rap

THE father who died after shoot¬ 
ing himself with a sawn-off shot¬ 
gun on Monday was cleared of 
possessing an offensive weapon 
in 2008, we can reveal. 

Idi Atiba, 31, turned the gun on 
himself at Leagrave Common, 
Luton, after a 15-hour overnight 
stand-off with armed police. 

At about 11.50am he pointed the 
gun at his chest and fired, ending 
the siege which had begun at 
around 8.30pm the previous day. 
He was pronounced dead at the 
scene just after 3pm. 

Luton on Sunday can reveal Mr 
Atiba, previously of Five Springs, in 
Marsh Farm, was in 2009 found not 
guilty by a jury at Luton Crown 
Court of possession of an offensive 
weapon, in particular an axe. 

He had stood trial alongside his 
brother, Gregory O’Garrow, of 
Wolfsburg Court, Hockwell Ring, 
Luton, who was found not guilty of 
possession of an offensive weapon 




and three counts of having a blad- 
ed article in public. 

Police confirmed Mr Atiba had 
been ‘arrested and charged with 
possession of an offensive weapon, 
an axe, as part of an altercation at 
Millners Way, Luton at 3.15pm on 
July 27, 2008’. 

On Thursday, our reporter visited 
Mr O’Garrow, but he did not want 
to comment. 

It is believed Mr Atiba was locked 
in a custody battle with an ex-girl¬ 
friend in the lead-up to the tragedy 
on Monday. 

He had been stopped by officers 
in the park as he approached 
Marsh Farm on Sunday evening 
following reports of a man seen 
with a gun. 

Police negotiators spoke to Mr 
Atiba throughout the night, even 
talking to him about his love of 
football club Chelsea and Didier 
Drogba, in a bid to persuade him 
to give himself up. 

A baton round was fired by police 
immediately after Mr Atiba shot 
himself. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC), 
which has launched an investiga¬ 
tion, and Bedfordshire Police were 
unable to comment.

M4 crash escape

A MAN had to be cut out of his 
car after his family was involved 
in a horrific motorway collision 
on Sunday. 

Abu Nasir, 36, of Marston 
Gardens, Luton, was travelling 
back from Cardiff to Luton along 
the M4 with his wife and two sons 
when they stopped in stationary 
traffic. 

A car driven by a woman then 
collided with them from the rear 
and led to a five vehicle pile-up. 

Mr Nasir said: “My ten-month- 
old son was at the back of the car 
with my wife and we all received 
slight injuries. 

“I lost the movement in my legs 
temporarily and was semi-con¬ 
scious. 

“The emergency services had to 
come in through the roof to get 
me. They then took us to hospital. 
It was a miraculous escape. 

“We are all still recovering at 
home. We could have been killed. 
The car is a total write-off. 

“It’s been a nightmare for us and 
the boys don’t even want to get 
back into a car because they’re 
scared.” 


A Thames Valley Police 
spokesman said: “No decision 
has yet been made about whether 
any action will be taken against 
any party involved in the collision 
on the M4, between junctions 5 
and 4b. It is likely a decision will 
be made within the next week. 

“Investigations took place at the 
scene, including photographs 
being taken, but some witness 
statements remain outstanding. 

“There is an ongoing issue with

RAF victim says attack 
was probably ‘racial’

AN RAF serviceman was beaten 
up by a gang of men after a night 
out last weekend. 

Andrew Thompson, 23, was in 
Luton town centre with a friend 
when a group of Asian men got 
out of a car and attacked them. 

The pair were walking along 
Chapel Street, close to the junc¬ 
tion with Dumfries Street, when 
they were jumped at around 2am 
on January 22 in what Mr 
Thompson claims was a ‘racist 
assault’. 

Mr Thompson was found by a 
taxi driver unconscious by the 
side of the road, and he was 
taken to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital. 

His friend had managed to run 
away and soon afterwards 
returned to find Mr Thompson 
being tended to by thecabbie. 

Leading aircraftsman Mr 
Thompson, who works in com¬ 
munications at RAF Henlow, 
said: “We were just walking along 
the street when the car came up 
behind us and the men jumped 
out of the car and started attack¬ 
ing us. 

“We ran away and a car fol-

lowed us and at least one other 
and the Asian men just got out 
and started beating me up. 

“I’m not really sure what hap¬ 
pened but I was being hit by 
something wooden, but quite 
light so it was more like being 
whipped with a snooker cue or 
something long and thin. 

“I think there must have been 
about eight or 12 men. 

“There was no reason for them 
to attack us, it was completely 
unprovoked and that’s why I 
think it must be a racist attack.” 

Mr Thompson was treated for 
cuts and bruises to his face. 


He is appealing for witnesses or 
anyone with information to 
come forward. 

Police confirmed threats were 
made by the offenders who then 
followed Mr Thompson and his 
friend before attacking them. 

A police spokeswoman said: “At 
this moment in time we are not 
treating this incident as racially 
motivated.” 

The investigation is ongoing 
and anyone with information

THE bid for Luton to become a city took 
another step forward this week as fur¬ 
ther promotions took place. 

At an event held at Luton Hoo hotel on 
Wednesday, representatives from across 
the town gave impassioned speeches 
about why it deserves to be honoured 
with city status. 

The Love Luton campaign features a 
website (www.loveluton.org.uk), a bus 
with the logo and sponsors on it, unveiled 
to the public at the event, and pin badges. 

Among the guests were children from 12 
schools who were asked to ask questions 
and to add their messages about why they 
love the town. 

Luton Borough Council hopes achiev¬ 
ing the honour would create a similar 
success and bring employment to the 
town. 

The competition was announced last 
summer to celebrate the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee in 2012. 

Speaking on Wednesday were joint 
chairmen Lord Bill McKenzie of Luton 
and Glyn Jones, managing director of 
Luton Airport, Derek Ludlow the bid’s 
Business Champion, cricketer Monty 
Panesar, the bid’s People’s Champion, 
leader of Luton Borough Council, 
Councillor Hazel Simmons and Linsey 
Frostick from Arriva. 


Mr Ludlow said Luton, and its residents, 
needed some sunshine. He said: “Get 
behind the bid. If we are successful it will 
bring sunshine.” 

Lord Mckenzie encouraged people to 
wear the bid badge to get the message out 
to everyone in the town. 

He added: “There are those who want to 
besmirch what happens in Luton. But the 
reality of life in Luton and what actually 
happens is quite different from that. It is a 
wonderful place to be part of.” 

“This bid is not a top down bid. It is a bid 
by Luton and its residents.” 

To fund the bid, sponsorshiop has come 
from businesses including Arriva, BP, 


Volker Highways, The Mall Luton and 
Taylor Walton solicitors. 

Mr Jones said: “We don’t have lots of 
public money to spend, what is called a 
fiscal constraint, which basically means 
there is not a great deal of money in the 
public sector.”

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Council missed a 
trick on Luton map

A MAP of Luton town centre has 
been created at a cost of £12,000 
to the taxpayer - but the council 
will not say how many have 
been sold. 

The pull-out plan was made to 
a handy pocket size and gives 
information about shops, restau¬ 
rants and attractions in the town. 

Luton Borough Council had 
25,000 produced at a cost of 
£12,000, and each is sold for £1 in 
various shops. 

But the initiative has come 
under fire from Town Hall Liberal 
Democrat leader Cllr David 
Franks, who said: “To be honest 
it looks to me like they went at it 
from entirely the wrong way. 
Nobody is going to buy it. 

“There are a number of local 
businesses in the town centre 
who could pay for it between 



them, restaurants, pubs and 
clubs, who could contribute to 
the costs. 

“It could then be given away. 
That would be much more sensi¬ 
ble. 

“It might be a promotional tool 
if it was given away free. 

“If the businesses contributed 


it would have cost the council 
nothing at all.” 

A Town Hall spokesman said: 
“It is a long term promotional 
product which we are still in the 
process of getting out through¬ 
out the town. 

“The map is a promotional 
product which aims to encour¬ 
age visitors and the local com¬ 
munity to use local shops, attrac¬ 
tions and leisure facilities and 
was never intended to be an 
income generator. 

“It cost £12,000 to produce a 
quantity of 25,000, less than 50p 
per map.” 

The council would neither con¬ 
firm whether the cost of produc¬ 
ing them had been recovered 
through sales when asked, nor 
how many have been sold to 
date. 

It is considering shutting Luton 
Visitors Information Centre, 
based in the town centre library, 
to save money. 

A decision will be made on its 
future in February.

MP questions hospitals’ policy 
on returning medical aids 


A LOCAL MP asked how much it was 
costing the NHS when patients failed 
to return medical aids in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday. 

During the exchange with Anne 
Milton MP, who is Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of State for Health, 
Southwest Bedfordshire MP Andrew 
Selous said hospitals often provide 
patients with equipment such as 
crutches without ever asking for 
them back. 

Mr Selous then went on to ask 
whether the Department of Health 
would agree it has an interest in 
ensuring value for taxpayers’ money 
and that the aids could be used by 
other patients. 


Ms Milton replied: “I agree. One 
always hopes that people will act 
responsibly, and that they or their 
families will return medical aids.” 

Speaking afterwards, Mr Selous 
said: “Only recently a member of my 
own family was given some crutches 
by a hospital in Yorkshire. 

“No attempt has been made to ask 
for them to be taken back after they 
were no longer needed. 

“I have written to all our local 
hospitals to ask what steps they are 
taking to ensure patients return 
equipment so that other patients can 
have the aids they need without the 
hospital having to spend more 
money.”

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Two illegal workers 
discovered at cafe

A SAMURAI sword was found 
behind the counter of a cafe after 
two illegal workers were arrested 
on Monday. 

Immigration officers visited 
Desert’s Rose in Park Street, 
Luton, and checks revealed that 
two male members of staff had no 
permission to be in the UK. 

A 28-year-old failed asylum 
seeker from Iordan, who was 
working in the kitchen, and a 33- 
year-old visa overstayer from 
Egypt, employed as a chef, were 
arrested. 

The men are currently in UK 
Border Agency detention while 


action is taken to deport them. 
Officers confiscated the sword. 

Chief immigration officer 
Melanie Partridge said: “Illegal 
working has a serious impact on 
communities, taking jobs from 
those who are genuinely allowed 
to work. 

“As this operation shows, we are 
making it harder than ever for 
people to evade our immigration 
controls. 

“Like all our visits, this was intel¬ 
ligence led and I would urge any¬ 
one to let us know when they 
have information about suspect¬ 
ed immigration offenders.” 

If the employer cannot prove 
that the correct right-to-work 
checks, such as asking for a pass¬ 


port or work permit, were carried 
out, a fine of up to £20,000 will be 
imposed. 

Immigration Minister Damian 
Green said: “The UK Border 
Agency has undertaken a major 
enforcement campaign to crack 
down on immigration crime 
across Bedfordshire, detaining, 
prosecuting and removing people 
and gangs who have been abus¬ 
ing the system through sham 
marriages, illegal working, people 
smuggling and document fraud.”

Three arrests made for separate burglaries

Look forward, not back, 
to solve housing crisis 


A S someone once said, 
history always repeats 
itself: first time as 
tragedy, second time as farce. 

Many building sites were 
closed down in the last cou¬ 
ple of years as the recession 
hit mortgage lending hard¬ 
est. 

They have gradually started 
up again but, as the latest 
economic figures show, the 
construction industry is still 
having a hard time. 

So what’s the latest plan? 
Let’s go back to pre-fabs. 

The cheap housing 
method, whereby homes are 
built off-site and dropped 
into place, is once again the 
future of building, according 
to an independent report 
commissioned by the Royal 
Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors. 

Pre-fabs, which look like 
mobile homes but slightly 
bigger, were churned out in 
their thousands after the 
Second World War, when 
there was a housing crisis. 
This was a genuine crisis, as 
several English cities had 
been bombed flat. 

The pre-fabs still existed in 
Luton and Bedford up to the 
1980s and some residents 
became very fond of them. 

These new pre-fabs will be 
slightly better built but will 
still be pre-fabs. If we have a 
housing crisis, it is due to 
banks lending policies on 
mortgages. There are plenty 


of sites, plenty of materials 
and plenty of building work¬ 
ers wanting to work. 

This back to the future 
approach is likely to look far¬ 
cical, not least the suggestion 
it will get people on the first 
rung of the housing ladder. 
The pre-fabs will be worth 
about £20,000, which makes 
it a pretty low rung. 

Perhaps this is a sign of a 
kind of social regression and 
we can look forward to four 
families sharing a room. 

Soon we can expect the 
introduction of free school 
milk to help combat the rise 
in cases of rickets. It is not all 
bad news, as vinyl records 
and spangles make a come¬ 
back. 

Seriously, the answer to the 
housing crisis, if such a crisis 
there be, is to build more 
houses at a price people can 
afford. 

And get the banks to lend the 
money. 

AM writing this on 
Tuesday, which according 
to yet another university 
study, is the day we are most 


depressed. We are over the 
Monday hangover and it’s a 
long way to the weekend. I do 
not help matters by checking 
out the Daily Mail website. 
These are three consecutive 
headlines: 

Is the world’s largest super¬ 
volcano set to erupt for the 
first time in 600,000 years, 
wiping out two-thirds of the 
U.S? 

Food prices to rocket by 50 
per cent as global hunger 
epidemic takes hold, 
Government doomsday 
report warns. 

Violent volcanic eruptions 
‘caused largest ever mass 
extinction’ 250 million years 
ago. 

Lots of fear and misery, 
laced with words designed to 
heighten the anxiety. The 
world’s largest super-vol¬ 
cano, by the way is under 
Yellowstone national 
park. 

My favourite headline, 
though was: Genghis Khan 
the Green. Invader killed so 
many people that carbon 
levels dropped. 

His campaign of slaughter, 


from China to central 
Europe, killed so many peo¬ 
ple that forests grew and car¬ 
bon levels dropped. You feel 
that Ghengis was a Daily 
Mail kind of guy. Not for him 
the niceties of political cor¬ 
rectness and health and safe¬ 
ty. Just murder and mayhem 
for the greater good of the 
planet. 

And quite a lot of people. 
His armies supposedly killed 
40 million people. This 
meant that large areas of cul¬ 
tivated land became forests, 
which absorb carbon. 

Khan’s green strategy may 
not suit everyone, but it is an 
example of successful man¬ 
made global cooling. 

Rumour also has it, that if 
you were down-wind of his 
army 

you could smell them 20 
miles away. Real men don’t 
take showers. 

Still cheer up. by the time 
you are reading this, it will a 
day of optimism and relax¬ 
ation and super-volcanoes, 
global hunger and Genghis 
Khan’s army will just be a 
bad dream.

Steph won’t let sleeping 
effort to regulate the pet 



Millions of dog walks take place every year - 
but did you know most of them are 
unregulated? Caddington Pet Services owner 
Steph Drake is spearheading a campaign to 
get councils to adopt a code of conduct 
v for the dog walking industry.

This includes walking multi¬ 
ple dogs at one time and walk¬ 
ers not having third party 
insurance, which is putting the 
dogs and the general public at 
possible risk. 

Ms Drake, who is also a quali¬ 
fied dog behaviourist and 
trained dog listener, wants to 
see a code adopted in an indus¬ 
try which is thriving as more 
and more people see it as a 
quick way to earn some money 

The code of conduct is being 
prepared for councils and dog 
walking businesses to sign up to 
with Bedfordshire and Hert¬ 
fordshire as the first targets. 

It recommends the authori¬ 
ties should license dog walkers 
who must abide by the code 
and be able to show proof of 
police check and insurance. 

Ms Drake said: “Running a 
dog walking business is a great 
job for someone who loves ani¬ 
mals, the outdoors and wishes 
to be their own boss and there 
has never been a better time 
for people to set up. 

“However, I am becoming 
increasingly concerned that 
people see dog walking as a 
quick buck rather than a pro¬ 
fessional occupation which 
requires proper qualifications, 
relevant experience and funda¬ 
mentally the correct insurance 
and a police check in place. 

“I find it astounding that 


people are willing to give com¬ 
plete strangers a key to their 
house to take their beloved 
family pet out uninsured. 

“It’s also a worrying fact that 
as a dog owner you can be held 
legally liable for the actions of 
your pet. 

“Should your dog stray and 
cause a road traffic accident, 
you could be held liable. It is 
time that the industry was 
properly regulated to ensure 
the highest standards of care to 
protect dogs and their owners. 

“People should think of it the 
same as they would think of 
child care since many people 
view their pets as part of the 
family. 

“I launched the campaign 
properly this week with the 
view of pushing it forward and 
working with the council. 

“We are having a good 
response at the moment and a 
lot of people have said they 
were not aware of this.” 

Robin Taylor from (NARP) is 
supporting the campaign and 
said: “The UK is still a nation of 
animal lovers and as people 
work harder and longer hours 
the services of a dog walker 
will be in increasing demand. 

“We too are backing a code of 
conduct scheme to be put in 
place to regulate the industry 
and stop some dog walkers 
giving us a bad name.” 


Dog walking 
checklist 


Steph Drake has drawn up a 
checklist for people who are 
considering employing a dog 
walker and advises that people 
treat it as an interview. 

The eight points on the list are: 

How many dogs are 
walked at any one time? 

Ask for proof of 
insurance 

Ask for written 
confirmation that all 
walkers are police 
checked 

Ask for details of 
walkers used - eg are 
students used for 
holiday cover? 

What cover does the 
walker have? What 
happens if the walker is ill 
or on holiday, particularly 
at short notice? 

Does the walker have 
transport? If not, what 
happens if the dog 
needs to be taken to the 
vet in an emergency? 

What experience does the 
business have? What type 
of people do they employ? 

There is no harm in 
asking ‘what if questions 
eg What would you do if 
you arrived at my home 
to find my dog unwell?

Axed schools project 
decision expected as 
case hits High Court

A LEGAL challenge to the scrap¬ 
ping of an axed schools rebuild 
project was heard at the High 
Court this week. 

Luton Borough Council, along 
with five other councils across 
the country, requested a Judicial 
Review over the decision to halt 
the Building Schools for the 
Future (BSF) programme. 

The £300 million BSF develop¬ 
ment of 11 schools in the town 
was axed in July by Secretary of 
State Michael Gove. 

Some were only weeks away 


from seeing work started when 
the funding was pulled nationally. 

The High Court hearings began 
on Tuesday after a day of reading 
papers. A decision is expected 
within the next week. 

We exclusively revealed in 
October how the authority 
lodged an application at Leeds 
Divisional Court with 
Nottingham City Council. 

In a statement at the time, the 
council said: “The Honourable 
Mr Justice Langstaff granted per¬ 
mission for a full hearing to take 
place in the High Court, recog¬ 
nising that there are arguable 
issues to resolve. 


“Luton is asking the Court to 
consider the actions taken by the 
Secretary of State in relation to 
two schools. Cardinal Newman 
and Stopsley, both of which 
received approvals given on 
January 22, 2010, for the projects 
to go ahead and then were 
stopped by the decision made by 
the Secretary of State on the July 
5 to cancel them. 

“Our case will be heard with five 
other local authorities - Nott¬ 
ingham City Council, London 
Boroughs of Newham and 
Waltham Forest, Sandwell 
Metropolitan Borough Council 
and Kent County Council.”

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Man gets jail term after 
fight outside nightclub

THE victim of a vicious assault 
outside a Luton nightclub 
suffered long-lasting injuries 
after being kicked in the head 
and knocked unconscious. 

One of the men who attacked 
Peter Hazelwood, Lulzim Kasa, 
was jailed for 15 months at Luton 
Crown Court on Tuesday. 

His friend, Fatbaroh Ponari, 33, 
of Fairfield Close, Dunstable, was 
spared immediate custody and 
given a suspended sentence. 

Prosecutor Daniel Siong said 31- 
year-old Kasa had been arguing 
with his ex-wife inside Charlie 
Brown’s nightclub in Luton on 
July 4 last year. 

Mr Hazelwood became involved 
and trouble flared and both men 


were ejected. Outside the club the 
fight continued and Ponari joined 
in and both of them kicked Mr 
Hazelwood while he was on the 
ground. 

He managed to get up and 
began to walk away but they fol¬ 
lowed him. 

Mr Siong said: “A member of the 
door staff followed and saw Kasa 
throw a punch which knocked the 
victim out cold. 

“He fell backwards and hit his 
head on the pavement making a 
horrible noise. He was in serious 
trouble. Ponari was seen aiming 
kicks at his head a number of 
times while he was unconscious.” 

The two men ran off but were 
arrested in a taxi nearby. 

Mr Siong said Mr Hazelwood 
had a fractured skull and bleeding 
to his brain. 


He was in hospital for six days 
and still suffers from hearing 
problems and dizziness and loss 
of balance, which has led to him 
being unable to take up lucrative 
work in the construction industry. 

Kasa, of Dunstable Road, Luton, 
and Ponari both pleaded guilty to 
inflicting grievous bodily harm. 

Kasa was jailed for 15 months 
and ordered to pay £300 compen¬ 
sation. Ponari was given a 12 
month sentence suspended for 
two years, with 150 hours unpaid 
work, a four month night time 
curfew and a £1,000 compensa¬ 
tion order. 

Judge Michael Baker QC told 
them: “The result of the assault 
was a particularly grave injury 
which included a fractured skull 
and has led to permanent physi¬ 
cal and psychological injuries.”

RBS 6 Nations verdict ' 



Why fab Friday is 
looking champion 



Vive la France! But they face a tough task to retain their title 


I T starts with a cracker. 
Martin Johnson’s 
re-energised England 
against a Wales team 
with everything to prove. 

It would be better for the 
fans if the RBS 6 Nations 
was not bowing to the 
great sporting god which is 
television and kicking off 
its 2011 tournament on a 
Friday night for the first 
time at the Millennium 
Stadium. 

But no one could argue 
with the compelling nature 
of the opening fixture. 

For England, it is a gauge 
of how far they have come 
under Johnson and how 
much further they need to 
go if they are to be a force 
at the World Cup in the 
autumn. 

Johnson’s side impressed 
last November despite 
defeats against New 
Zealand and South Africa. 

For the first time under 
Johnson, especially in 
beating Australia at 
Twickenham, they gained 
an identity, a side with 
creativity and youthful 
adventure. The likes of Ben 
Foden and Chris Ashton 
and, in particular, Ben 
Youngs, will have learned 
so much from a series of 
matches in which England 
actually entertained at 
Twickenham. 

The injury which keeps 
captain Lewis Moody out 
of the opening matches is a 
blow and they will miss 
injured second row 
Courtney Lawes, who is the 
find of Johnson’s reign. 

But Toby Flood is an 
enterprising fly-half who is 
likely to keep Jonny 
Wilkinson warming the 
bench. 

The intriguing aspect of 
the clash against Wales is 
that it is likely to see a role 
reversal in the usual order 
between these two sides. 

It is England who seek to 
run the ball at all cost 
these days, while the 
strength of Wales, 
traditionally the off-the- 
cuff swashbucklers, has 
been in their front five. 

The Welsh confidence 
cannot be high. They have 
not won since their final 


match in the last RBS 6 
Nations, and that was 
against Italy. 

There is hope of 
improvement. Shane 
Williams is hoping to 
return from injury, Jamie 
Roberts should be back to 
shore up the midfield. 
James Hook is a talent, 
Stephen Jones on his day 
can be a points machine 
and reality TV celebrity 
Gavin Henson appears to 
have been injured at the 
right time, so speculation 
does not disrupt 
preparations. 

It is all about belief and 
momentum, which makes 
this match arguably the 
most crucial of Warren 
Gatland’s reign as head 
coach. The winner could 
easily go on to take the 
title, perhaps a Grand 
Slam, and set the perfect 
platform for the run-up to 
the World Cup. 

Of course, you can rule 
nothing in or out in a 
tournament which is so 
unpredictable. 

Ireland are an ageing 
team, who performed 
decently against New 
Zealand and diabolically 
against South Africa in 
autumn defeats, but they 
will receive a boost from 
stepping out for the first 
time at their new Aviva 
Stadium. But how much 
longer can they rely on the 
brilliant Brian O’Driscoll, 
whose body increasingly 
struggles to cope with the 


demands of a congested 
calendar? 

Munster left the 
European stage this season 
before the quarter-final 
stage and that is a 
benchmark. It is difficult to 
see Ireland, largely 
Munster in green jerseys, 
pulling up any trees. 

We could say the same 
for Scotland, who have 
three tricky away matches 
and while doubtless they 
will come up with their 
traditional one inspired 
performance, they lack the 
power required for 
consistency. 

Italy are, well, Italy. Still 
making up the numbers in 
their 11th season in the 
RBS 6 Nations. 

And so to France. How 
will the RBS 6 Nations 
Grand Slam holders fare. 
Who knows? That is the 
enduring appeal of the 
French. Their clubs, 
Toulouse, Perpignan, 
Biarritz and Toulon, sweep 
all before them in Europe. 
Their game is strong. But 
as an international side 
their form remains a 
lottery. They win the RBS 6 
Nations, then lose 59-16 to 
Australia in the Stade de 
France in the autumn. 

So who will be crowned 
champions? It is tight to 
call but put it this way: 
Whoever makes it a good 
Friday in Cardiff on 
February 4 - and it is likely 
to be England - is the team 
to beat.

MURCIA 

WITH my experience of golf limited to 
whacking a couple of balls at the local 
council-run driving range, a trip to a 
luxurious golf resort in south east Spain begs 
just one question... why? 

And the simple answer is - it’s not all about 
golf. 

Polaris World’s La Torre Golf Resort, set 
among the hills of Murcia has a lot more to 
offer than hitting a golf ball in the sunshine 
(although that is what most people do there). 

While I’m told the 18-hole course is spectac¬ 
ular, I was more interested in finding out what 
the non-golfers could get up to. 

Just over two hours flight from Gatwick to 
Alicante, then an hour’s drive to the hotel, the 
resort is just about accessible for a weekend 
stay, although I did lose most of my Friday get¬ 
ting there. 

After a swift check-in, we were shown to our 
executive rooms. Classily decorated, with a 
view of the pool and even a sliding door allow¬ 
ing you to lie in the bath and watch the TV 

We also had a quick nose around the 
Presidential Suite, which, with two bathrooms, 
a sitting room, dining room, kitchen and bed, 
gave luxury a new meaning. 

But you don’t go away to just sit in your room. 


The hotel has a large swimming pool, where 
I was promised swimmers had never been hit 
by wayward balls. There is also a smaller pool 
and a number of others dotted around the 
complex, which has 1,700 apartments for sale 
and rent. 

Visiting in January the outdoor pools are a 
no-go unless you want to take home a cold, 


instead of a tan, but there is an indoor pool 
which is definitely worth a look. 

The water is warm, there is a sauna and 
steam room (although, disappointingly, this 
was closed during my stay) and even a gym - 
but not surprisingly, the machines were always 
empty. 

However, heaven for me was the complex’s 
Thai spa. All the usual treatments are on offer, 
but I opted for a back massage. 

As a lover of being pampered (who isn’t?) I 
have had a few of these in my (almost) 30 
years. But this was, hands down, the best. 

I was told by our host Luke that they call the 
masseuse 'soft hands’, which is totally justified as

in just half an hour my back felt like a marsh¬ 
mallow. The other important thing on a break 
is the food. On Friday evening, we sampled 
the cuisine at La Vinoteca and it was first class. 
We started with mussels followed by four 
courses - shellfish, more fish, pork that melted 
in your mouth, dessert and, of course, lots of 
wine... delicious. 

Sadly, the rest of the food didn’t quite top the 
first night. By no means was it bad, but it was 
simple without a Spanish dish in sight. 

Mind you, with more than 80 per cent of the 
visitors coming from the UK, they are catering 
for their clientele. 

While the complex is lovely, you probably 
wouldn’t want to spend all your holiday there. 
Just a stone’s throw away - well, 30 minutes 
drive - you have Cartagena. 

With a castle, stunning views of the port and 
a long promenade, it made an interesting cul¬ 
tural day trip. 

About the same distance you have Mar 
Menor, which is a strip of land with a lake on 
one side and the sea on the other. Then, in a 
different direction, there is Murcia centre. We 
didn’t stop, but I’ve been told the shopping is 
very good and if you want a bit of culture, 
there’s a cathedral too. 

All in all, I really enjoyed my time at La 
Torres. But if you are looking for a Spanish 
experience, this is not the place to go. 

And, although I feared a non-golf player 
would find it dull, I think I could quite happily 
spend a few weeks lazing by the pools, using 
the spa and visiting the nearby towns without 
ever getting bored.

FA CUP holders Chelsea recovered from 
a poor start to the second-half to 
maintain their grip on the competition 
with a 75th-minute equaliser from 
substitute Salomon Kalou. 

Everton had been rewarded for a strong 
spell of pressure with a 62nd-minute 
opener from Louis Saha and almost 
claimed a second through Seamus 
Coleman. 

The Irishman was first denied by Petr 
Cech as he met a Leighton Baines cross 
with a firm header and Michael Essien 
reacted quickly to prevent him tucking in 
the rebound. 

The true value of that excellent 
defensive work became clear moments 
later as Kalou levelled. 

Everton boss David Moyes said: “The 
team played well and I am disappointed 
we have not gone through. It all roughly

hinged on a save by Petr Cech and a block 
by Essien. That could have made it 2-0 but 
from that corner, instead of us scoring, 
they scored. 

“I think the pass from Nicolas Anelka 
when they broke on us was meant for 
Ramires. It was actually slightly behind 
Ramires and ran on to Kalou. 

“But you give them credit for getting 
players forward on a counter-attack.” 

Both sides could have won the tie late 
on and thus prevented a replay at 
Stamford Bridge next month as Ramires 
hit a post and Jermaine Beckford also 
extended Cech. 

Moyes added: “I don’t think you can 
come away and say Chelsea were really 
threatening. I thought we looked the side 


who were more likely to score than 
them. Petr Cech made some really good 
saves.” 

Chelsea boss Carlo Ancelotti had no 
complaints about the result, admitting his 
side were outplayed for spells. 

He said: “I think a draw was the right 
result, we played better in the first half 
and they played better in the second. 

“To come back into the game we had 
good attitude and good spirit. It was not 
easy - Everton put pressure on us all the 
time. They were very dangerous on 
set-pieces.” 

Chelsea are bidding to become the first 
team to win the FA Cup in three 
successive seasons since 1886, but 
Ancelotti admits getting past the Toffees 
will be tough enough. 

He added: “Against Everton - every time 
it is a balanced game.” 


Pietersen raps 
World Cup s og 

KEVIN PIETERSEN has hit out at England’s 
schedule leading up to the cricket World 
Cup, describing it as “ridiculous”. 

England will fly out for the showpiece 
tournament just three days after arriving 
back from the current tour of Australia, 
which began back in October. 

Should England reach the World Cup final 
on April 2 in Mumbai they would have 
been away from home for all but those 
three days in five-and-a-half months. 

“Our schedule is ridiculous going into 
this World Cup,” Pietersen said. “It has

“A player of Drury’s quality 
would enhance our chances but 
I don’t think it will disrupt any 
hopes of getting promotion or of 
winning the title,” said Gleeson. 

“What will be, will be. If there is 
someone out there that’s higher, 
bigger and better that wants a 
player at this football club, and 
they’ve got the funds and means 
to get them, then so be it. What 
can we do?” 

Asked if he had any insight as 
to Drury’s immediate career 
future, he said: “There’s always a 
lot of banter around the dressing 
room about who’s going where 
but, until it’s done, you can never 
be sure.” 

Gleeson is in no doubt that 
Drury [pictured], who has 
bagged eight goals in 26 games 
this term, would be a big miss if 
he goes, but he has faith in the 
strength and depth around him. 

“He’s a class player,” said the 
former Cambridge United player. 
“He brings a lot to the team, but 
so do a lot of other players at 
the club. 

“If he goes I’m sure there are 
plenty of lads sat on the 
sidelines who will hope to fill his 



boots. There is a lot of quality 
and young players coming 
through. 

“We wish him well if he does 
go and I think he’s done very well 
for the club.” 

Town goalkeeper Mark Tyler 
said that the speculation 
surrounding Drury is not 
something that has had an 
affect on the squad as Luton 
have won five and drawn three 
since the transfer window 
opened. 

“The transfer window is 
something that everyone knows 
about,” he said. “You’re going to 
get speculation for 31 days. 

“If someone comes in and buys 
one of our players then it’s not 
down to us, it’s down to the club 
and the player involved to agree 
it. 

“We want Dukes with us for 
the long term. Everyone knows 
how good he is and he was 
outstanding [on Tuesday]. 

“If he goes we’ll cope with it.” 


Sprint star Tobias back to best 


DEJI Tobais may have cemented 
his place as the UK’s top under- 
20 sprinter last season but now 
the race ace has set his sights 
on taking the under-23 ranks by 
storm in 2011. 

The 19-year-old lOOm runner 
had a whirlwind 2010 that saw 
him finish second at the Aviva 
U20&U23 Championships and 
also make the semi-final at the 
Junior World Championships in 
Canada. 

And despite suffering from a 
career-threatening stress 
fracture in his lower back, Tobais 
- who went to St Georges 
Primary School, in Dunstable, as 
a child and lived in Luton - also 
still managed to lower his 
personal best to an impressive 
10.30 seconds. 

However, he is targeting bigger 
prey in 2011 at July’s European 
Under-23 Championships in 
Ostrava. 

“My 2010 was probably a 
seven-and-a-half out of ten 
because I was injured at the 
start and it was a season or even 
a career-ending injury and I was 
kind of worried about how I 
would come back,” said Tobais.. 

“I held everything back and 
sort of took things carefully. I 
still managed to run 10.30 
seconds so I was delighted with 
that as at one point I was 
thinking I wouldn’t even be able 
to run again. 

“Heading into 2011,1 wouldn’t 
say my injury has completely 
disappeared but it is a lot better 
so I am just going to push on 
and try and not let it affect me. 



“My main aim is to make the 
team for the European U23 
Championships. 

“If I can run fantastically well 
over the 100m and 200m then I 
definitely think I have a chance. 
After that, and with a bit of luck, 
I don’t see why I can’t make the 
World Championships relay 
team. I know it is a possibility so 
I am just going to stay focussed 
and hopefully I can achieve it.” 

Tobais was handed a London 
2012 boost this week when he 
was selected to be part of the 
Spar Sprints Programme. 

The scheme gives support 
both financial and coaching to 
ten young sprinters tipped for 
the top as part of the UKA 
Futures scheme for athletes 
aged between 17 and 20. 

He said: “Hopefully it can help 
me fulfil my full potential in this 
important year building towards 
London 2012.”

‘I’m alright,’ said Fred 
as defender targets 
Tigers for comeback

FREDDIE Murray is eyeing a return 
from injury in Friday’s FA Trophy clash 
with Gloucester City and sees a trip to 
Wembley as a huge incentive to force 
his way back into the Luton Town side. 

The Irishman has been out since of 
action since the 5-1 win over Histon on 
November 20 when he was substituted 
in the 46th minute for Shane Blackett. 
Ironically, that was also his replace¬ 
ment’s last game before he joined the 
full back on the treatment table. 

Murray (pictured), who then went 
under the knife to correct a sportsman’s 
hernia by releasing a overly tightened 
ligament in his groin, is now back in 
training and is targeting the Tigers as his 
chance to roar back into action. 

“It’s a realistic target,” said the defend¬ 
er on Gloucester’s visit to Kenilworth 
Road. “I feel that by then I should have 
got the fitness back in training to be 
confident in playing. 

“I think we’ve been sensible enough 
about it and it gives me some time to get 
used to it again.” 

The third round tie will see Town only 
four games away from their second 
Wembley date in three years, and with 
only Mansfield Town, Darlington and 
Gateshead still in the shake-up from the 
Blue Square Bet Premier, the Hatters are 
arguably favourites to lift the trophy. 

“It’s a tangible aim,” said Murray on 
the possibility of a Wembley date draw¬ 
ing ever near. “It’s not like an FA Cup 
game when you get through a few 
rounds and you feel like there’s nothing 
at the end of it for you. You might get a 
big tie but the fact that we can get to 
Wembley is unbelievable. 

“I’ve never played there in my career. I 
got to Cardiff when I was at Cambridge 
and we got to the LDVVans Trophy, but 
if someone said to me in the summer I’d 
be playing at Wembley it would be fan¬ 
tastic. 

“It’s a big incentive to get back fit first 
of all and then to go and win it.” 

In Murray’s absence from first team 
action, England C international Jake 
Howells has taken on the mantle of left 
back with great aplomb, helping the 
Hatters to five clean sheets in nine out¬ 
ings. 

The ever growing list of talents dis¬ 


played by the teenager means Murray 
may have to be patient for his chance, 
but he is happy to do so. 

“There’s always a rush to get 
back and that will never 
change,” he said. “Even if the 
lad that takes your place is 
playing well, you always 
want competition for places. 

“Jake is a quality player who 
can play in a number of 
positions, 
very lucky ; 
might have 
bide my tim 
and fight for 
my place 
when I 
get back. 

I’m will¬ 
ing to 
do that 
so it’s 
just a 
case of me getting 
back and being 
available for the 
manager again so 
that he can make 
the decision. 

“I’ve been in the 
game long 

enough where I’ve 
been away for lor 
periods and come 
back. Players come in 
and take your place, do 
well and so it’s not an 
issue. 

“I don’t care about 
that. 

“It’s all about yourself 
and getting 100 per cent 
right. I’ve always backed 
myself that, when Em 
right and flying, eventu¬ 
ally I’ll get back in the 
team. 

“I’ve had longer, more 
serious injuries in the past. 

It builds up your character 
and mental strength, which is 
a big part of the game now. 

“You need to be able to 
deal with these things. It’s 
alright when things are on 
the up, but when everything 
comes down, it tests you. 

“It’s all about how you react 




from then but I’m looking forward to 
putting this one behind me.” 

Murray sees himself as a student of 
the game and, taking his cue from for¬ 
mer Manchester United super sub 
goal machine Ole Gunnar Solskjaer, 
he believes that, when he is called, 
he’ll be ready. 

“I tend to distance myself initially 
after the injury,” he said. “I always 
think that when you’re fit or 
you know you might be 
up for selection, I think 
it’s important to watch 
the games because 
you need to see who 
is doing well and who 
isn’t. 

“It makes sense and 
I always say that to 
players. 

“When I first had 
my operation I was 
out of action and 
couldn’t move so I 
missed quite a lot 
of the games but 
I’ve been to the 
last couple. 

“You don’t just sit there and 
watch it as a fan, you try and 
analyse the game, analyse 
both sides with and without 
* the ball. 

“It’s working still and, obvi¬ 
ously you want your team to 
win, but you’re trying to pick out 
bits and bobs because you know 
this time next week you could be 
out there again. 

“It’s like being on the bench, 
you can’t just sit there and 
have a laugh with the lads. You 
need to be watching and 
thinking where you can make 
an impact if you come on. 
“Solskjaer was the best at that 
for Manchester United. He’d sit 
on the bench and every time he 
came on he’d make a massive 
impact. 

“That’s no coincidence or 
him sitting on the bench 
and not concentrating, 
he was sitting there and 
thinking that he might 
be on in a minute and 
he would capitalise on 
it.”

Little to Smyle about after new 
rule denies Oshunrinde first win 


MANNY Oshunrinde was controversially denied his 
first win and a clear stoppage win at York Hall in 
Bethnal Green, London, on Saturday, when his fight 
against Jahmaine Smyle ended in a technical draw.

Boss Money hopes to 
avoid manic Monday

RICHARD Money has been quick to 
stress that the £50,000 capture of 
long-term target Robbie Willmott 
from Cambridge United isn’t a move 
that paves the way for Andy Drury to 
leave Luton Town. 

The transfer window closes at mid¬ 
night tomorrow and the Hatters’ star 
has been the subject of interest from 
Ipswich Town over the last week. 

On Friday, Tractor Boys assistant 
manager Chris Hutchings confirmed 
that he is still on their wanted list, say¬ 
ing: “We are interested in Luton’s 
Andy Drury but we don’t have any 
magic wand and there are obstacles to 
overcome in every potential signings, 
over personal terms and family con¬ 
siderations.” 

This came after the Hatters’ summer 
signing from Stevenage fuelled the 
flames of rumour on Tuesday when he 
suggested that he might have played 
his last game for the club following 
Town’s 1-0 Conference win over 
Grimsby Town. 

Immediately after those comments, 
manager Money said adamantly that 
no bid had been accepted, and on 
Friday he reiterated his position. 

“There’s been no movement,” he 
said. 

“I will be delighted if he is still a 
Luton Town player after the transfer 


window. I don’t want him to go and I 
hope nobody goes.” 

Asked whether he could be in for a 
busy Monday, he said: “I hope it will 
be quiet and so that after this 
[Willmott signing] that will be us 
done.” 

The Hatters tied up a two-year, deal 
for highly-rated 20-year-old U’s mid¬ 
fielder after The Abbey side had 
turned down two five-figure bids from 
Grimsby. The Town supremo revealed 
however, that he was a player that he 
has coveted for quite some time. 

“I’m very pleased to get it done,” said 
Money. “Cambridge made it common 
knowledge that they would let him go 
in this transfer window and we acted 
as quickly as we could. 

“There were a lot of clubs interested 
in him. 

“He attracted big interest when he 
first got in to the team and then, as 
quite often happens with young play¬ 
ers, he had a levelling off period but 
has improved this season. 

“It think it’s fair to say that most of 
the bigger clubs in our division were 
interested in him and one or two 
clubs as far up as the Championship. 

“We tried to sign him two or three 
times and it’s always nice, with 
Monday still to come, to get the deal 
done with some comfort.” 

Crocked winger Charlie Henry was 
this week confirmed as a doubt for the 
rest of the season with, what Money 


called a ‘one in a million’ ligament 
injury. Adam Newton hasn’t played 
since September, so the Willmott 
signing is seen as another option on 
the flanks. 

“He’s a wide player and with Henry 
and Newton likely to struggle, it’s 
great to have the option,” said Money. 
“He’ll add to our attacking options 
anyway. His goal ratio from that posi¬ 
tion is something like one in four. 

“Last week we had to put Matthew 
Barnes-Homer out on the wing 
against Gateshead. He’s our top scorer 
so it was not what we wanted, but it 
was our only option. We felt we need¬ 
ed some more competition in those 
areas and are lucky that the investors 
have seen it the same way. 

“We have a young, emerging team 
with players that we think we can help 
improve. It shows that our recruit¬ 
ment is good and that we plan, we 
don’t react.” 

Willmott has been given an England C 
call-up and Money joked: “Pretty soon 
we’ll have half the national side play¬ 
ing for us.” 

His arrival at Luton means that the 
club now have four youngsters 
including Jake Howells, Matthew 
Barnes-Homer and Amari Morgan- 
Smith selected for the national squad 
to face Belgium at Kenilworth Road in 
the semi-final of the International 
Challenge Trophy on Wednesday, 
February 9.
